Exports of agricultural implements from the Uni- 
ted States in the fiscal year about to end will amount 
to about 25 million dollars in value. This is an in- 
crease of about 4 millions over last year and about 
9g millions over the preceding year. In no class of 
manufactures exported has the growth been more 
steady and persistent than in that of agricultural im- 
plements. 


AN important labor decision is that of the Kansas 
Supreme Court which declares unconstitutional an act 
of the state legislature making it unlawful for an em- 
ployer to discharge employes because of membership 
in a trade union. The court in its decision says: “Any 
act of the legislature that would undertake to impose 
on an employer the obligation of keeping one in his 
service whom for any reason he does not desire, would 
be a denial of his constitutional right to make and 
terminate contracts and to acquire and hold property.” 








THE foreign trade of the Chinese Empire in 1903 
surpassed all previous records; the total was 541 mil- 
lion haikwan taels, or 346 million dollars. The annual 
report of the inspector-general of customs for the 
Chinese Empire, which has just been received by the 
Bureau of Statistics of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor, shows that the imports in 1903 were val- 
ued at 326,739,000 haikwan taels, and exports at 
214,352,000 haikwan taels. At the value of 64 cents 
American gold, which is stated as the average ex- 
change for the year, the equivalent values are: Im- 
ports, $209,113,000, and exports, $137,185,000. As 
compared with former years the total trade is almost 
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exactly double what it was a decade ago, but only a 
little more than 2 per cent greater than in 1902. -Im- 
ports exceed those of the previous year by about 4 
per cent, while the total value of exports is practically 
the same. 


Exports trom the United States to Canada will be 
larger in the fiscal year about to end than in any pre- 
ceding year. Reports just prepared by the Department 
of Commerce and Labor, through its Bureau of Statis- 
tics, show for the ten months for which figures are 
already received total exports to Canada amounting to 
104 million dollars, against 98 millions in the corre- 
sponding months of 1903 and 89g millions in the same 
months of 1902. Going back to 1897, the year in which 
the Canadian reduction in tariff on imports from the 
United Kingdom went into effect, the figures of our 
exports to Canada during the ten months ending with 
April, 1897, are $51,903,579, or but one-half those of 
the ten months ending with April, 1904. 


[Mports of india rubber into the United States in 
the fiscal year about to end will exceed by far those 
of any earlier year, and will amount to over 40 million 
dollars in value. The demand for this article of ex- 
clusively foreign production for use in manufacturing 
has increased very rapidly in recent years, and the 
imports in the present fiscal year, as shown by the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor through its Bureau 
of Statistics, will amount to about 60 million pounds, 
valued, as already indicated, at fully 40 million dol- 
lars. This rapid increase is apparently due, in a large 
degree, to the increasing use of this material for tires 
of vehicles of various classes, though in other lines of 
manufacture the demand is also very great. 





A GREAT many store dealers put off pur- 
Early Buying chasing their fall supply of stoves until 
and Catalogue jie in the season—the last minute in 
~~ fact, and then they send in fat rush or- 

ders that tax the shipping facilities of 
the stove foundries to fill in any kind of time. This 
is a hackneyed subject for stove paper editorials. The 
early sales missed owing to disastrous delays at the 
opening of the season, the greater chance of breakage 
and mistakes owing to the concentration of orders at 
one particular time, have all been descanted on time 
and again. There is one phase of the subject that has 
not been pointed out that is of supreme importance 
and that is the value of early orders in helping the 
dealer fight catalogue house competition. 

It must be borne in mind that the heavy-weight 
literature of the supply houses is doing business 365 
days in the year. The farm house stove that did serv- 
ice for many a year is out of commission now and, 
in these late June days, “when heaven tries the earth 
if it be in tune,” there is little likelihood of any very 
extensive retail sales of heaters, steel ranges and simi- 
lar goods nor will there be for a couple of months. 
The farmer and his wife know that a new stove is 
a necessity in a few months and when they come into 
town along about August 15th, let us say, they lock 
around when they call at the hardware store and if 
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they ask to see stoves they are told that “the season 
has not opened up yet.” 

But when they go home and take down the Sears- 
Ward catalogue they find there no hint of seasonable- 
ness or unseasonableness. They can look at “mitten 
bargains” in July and at “fly-killers at cost’ in De- 
cember. Labor Day they can learn all about “Garden 
seeds at wholesale prices” and on Washington’s Birth- 
day they can look at pictures of “the cheapest corn- 
husker made.” 

So any time in June, July or August that Mr. 
Farmer or his wife get to thinking about that stove 
they are going to buy in September, they can fish out 
the Chicago supply house catalogue and read stove 
romances by the page. At first they are more or less 
skeptical and desire to see. what the retailer has and 
what his prices are, but as the latter’s season is not 
opened they often get tired of waiting and a sale is 
lost. Along early in September the dealer’s fall goods 
do arrive and the farmer feels sorry he did not wait, 
but it’s a case of spilt milk. 





At the annual meeting of the National 


enone Association of Credit Men held in New 
Require vork recently, action was taken concern- 
Insurance. . 


ing compulsory insurance, the following 
resolutions being adopted: 

Resolved, That whenever a member of this association is 
advised that a retail dealer is not insured, such member shall 
immediately report this fact to the national office, which shall 
thereupon endeavor, by correspondence or otherwise, to im- 
press upon the dealer referred to the advantages of fire in- 
surance, with a view to inducing him to carry such insur- 
ance; and be it further 

Resolved, That the board of directors be authorized and 
instructed to adopt the necessary means for carrying out the 
purpose of this resolution. 

Resolved, That the president of the National Association 
of Credit Men be authorized to appoint a special committee 
of seven, whose duty it shall be to consider means whereby 
merchants may be educated and influenced to carry adequate 
fire insurance, and that this committee be instructed to devise 
methods whereby united and concerted action may be ob- 
tained, and be it further 

Resolved, That this committee shall report to the board 
of directors, and if the report of the committee be approved 
by the board the plan adopted shall become immediately 
effective. 

The only strange thing about this resolution is that 
it should be necessary at all. Suppose John Jones, 
who owns a residence worth $3,000 on a lot valued at 
$2,000, tries to borrow $2,000 or $2,500 on a mort- 
gage? Everybody knows that no bank or other 
money-lender would lend him this money on the im- 
proved property unless he insured it to protect their 
loan, and yet in the cases cited the mortgage company 
might not lose a cent on the $2,000 loan owing to the 
value of the land or more than $500 in the case of the 
$2,500 loan, even without the insurance. 

But take the case of a wholesale hardware concern 
who have consigned $2,000 or $2,500 worth of goods 
to a merchant on 30 days’ time, and the goods burn up, 
leaving a beggarly salvage of $25 or $50? 

Such cases have happened, and we predict that oth- 
ers will happen in the near future. Why should not 
the jobber invariably insist on the same requirement 
in regard to insurance on goods sold on credit that 
the bank does on a loan? The cases present largely 





identical aspects and we hope the day will soon come 
when it will be impossible for an uninsured hardware 
dealer to secure a quarter gross of tin cups without 
paying cash for them. 

We confess that we think there is something, after 
all, in the contention made by the traveling man whcse 
letter appeared in our June 18th issue to the effect that 
exorbitant hotel charges imposed on the traveling men 
was an impost ultimately borne by the retailer in the 
hattle of two distributive systems, one consisting of 
manufacturer-jobber-retailer-consumer, and the other 
manu facturer-cataloguer-consumer. 

Likewise is not all loss through lack of fire insur- 
ance on the retailer’s part an item in the expense of 
doing business under the system of legitimate mer- 
chandising now in vogue? 

There are to-day two forceful reasons for the retail 
hardware dealer taking out insurance that were not 
in existence a few years ago. 

(1) The retail hardware dealer can ‘secure cheaper 
insurance than ever before. 

(2) By so doing he can help upbuild the cause of 
retail hardware organization. 

The various mutual insurance companies formed by 
the state hardware associations have already saved 
thousands of dollars to the retail hardware trade—not 
vague thousands, either—as a summary of the condi- 
tion of the Minnesota Retail Hardware Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation and younger organizations like the National, 
Ohio, Iowa, Wisconsin, Missouri and Nebraska asso- 
ciations could tell to the last cent exactly how much 
their members had saved up to June 25th, 1904. 

The old line fire insurance companies and the hard- 
ware mutuals are formed with a common object in 
view—viz., that of making money for the stockholders. 
In the former case the insurer is merely a producer, 
but in the latter case he appears in the dual role of 
producer and stockholder. The insurance money is 
produced from one pocket—the insurance dividend is 
placed in another. Every dollar of this dividend is a 
dollar saved. 

Compare the management of the two companies and 
we are frank to say that the contrast of extravagance 
and economy is as pretty an antithesis as one could 
wish to see. 

In fact, we are free to say that the record of felici- 
tous minimizing of expense these mutuals have one 
and ali made, speaks volumes for the integrity, judg- 
ment and enterprise of those at the helm of their des- 
tinies. 

Revenons a vos moutons. Every hardware dealer 
should insure his stock. If paid for in order that the 
savings of a lifetime may not disappear in an hour’s 
holocaust, if not paid for he should certainly do it as 
a matter of simple business honor. 

Furthermore, we think that he will find it most ad- 
vantageous to insure in a hardware mutual. At any 
rate, he should at least write to Matthews or Simpson, 
Sale & Neudorff or Peck and tell them frankly why he 
is a trifle skeptical over the stability or feasibility of 
this form of insurance. Knowing all these men to be 
broad-gauged as well as enthusiastic, we can safely 
prophesy that he will be answered promptly, courte- 
ously and convincingly. 
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RANDOM SKETCHES.

THE annual report of the Minnesota State Railroad 
Commission shows that 1903 was a year of unusual 
prosperity for the railroads. 

The commission has been uniformly successful in 
obtaining for petitioners the relief sought in all cases 
where the demands have been reasonable. In every 
case, where appeals have been taken to the courts, the 
order of the commission has been sustained. The 
commission has obtained a maximum rate of 3 cents a 
mile for passenger fares; also a reduction in coal and 
lumber rates. The commission has suggested the ad- 
visability of passing laws preventing the railroads from 
raising rates of transportation of any class of freight 
or commodity within the state, without obtaining their 
consent; giving the commission power to order the 
erection and maintenance of interlocking plants at rail- 
road crossings; forbidding railroad companies to re- 
move stations or discontinue station facilities without 
their consent; giving the commission power to order 
the construction and maintenance of side tracks when 
stations are 10 or more miles apart. 

It will be seen from this brief synopsis of what the 
Minnesota Railroad Commission has done, and in- 
tends to do, that it is a matter of supreme importance 
to the commerciai interests of this great northwestern 
state that the personnel of this commitee should be 
men combining force of character, political tact and a 
thorough knowledge of the commercial needs of this 
great commonwealth. I am glad to note that A. T. 
Stebbins, president of the Minnesota Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association and treasurer of the National Re- 
tail Hardware Dealers’ Association, is making an act- 
ive canvass for this position. Mr. Stebbins unques- 
tionably has the qualifications which I have enumera- 
ted above as essential! for this position. He certainly 
knows where the hardware shoe pinches when it comes 
to the question of freight rates and every hardware 
dealer in the state of Minnesota will be working for 
his own individual interest and his own pocketbook 
every time he puts in a plug for Mr. Stebbins for this 
position. Here in Illinois the state hardware associa- 
tion has sent out a circular making a bitter protest 
against the injustices they have been forced to suffer 
in this matter—it costing less to haul goods from In- 
dianapolis to Paris, Ill., than from Chicago to Paris, 
lll., although this point is nearer Chicago by some 
40 miles or so. In>-spite of the vigorous protests of 
such men as Col. Hurst of Decatur and President Wil- 
liams of the illinois Retail Hardware Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation shippers have been unable to get any 
equitable consideration at the hands of the present 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission. If the Minne- 
sota hardware men put their shoulder to the wheel and 
help along the candidacy of Mr. Stebbins, they will 
secure a man on their railroad commission who will 
not turn a deaf ear to the just demands of his fellow 
hardware dealers. Furthermore, now that they have 
a chance to place the kind ofa man their interests de- 
mand in-one of these positions, which is all important 
to the shipping world, it is up to the hardware and 
kindred commercial interests of the Gopher common- 
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wealth to show politicians that they have a sufficient 
interest in this matter to push the candidacy of a man 
who, in every way, meets the requirements which a 
man in this position should have, judging from a trade 
standpoint. 

Gro. JoHNSON, Dominion Statistician, in a recent 
article says: “It is true enough to say that ‘trade fol 
lows the flag,’ but it is even more true to say that 
‘trade follows the advertisements of the press.’ ”

JEROME SHAMP, president of the South Platte Im 
plement Dealers’ Association, made one very excellent 
point in his annual address, delivered before the third 
semi-annual convention of that body, held at Lincoln, 
Neb., on June 16th last. In the course of his address 
he said: “A man came into my place the other day and 
wanted to buy a walking cultivator. I told him the 
price was $16. ‘I am ready to pay the cash,’ he said; 
‘I am not going to pay $16 for that cultivator—I won't 
do it.’ [ asked him what he wanted. He said, ‘I want 
it for $15.’ I said, ‘Do you want me to be dishonest ? 
If I sold it to you for $15: I would have to go to each 
of the farmers to whom I sold cultivators this spring 
and refund them each a dollar because they all paid 
me $16 for theirs, and it would cost me $25 to do it.’ 
“Well,” he finally said, ‘here is your money.’

\ MicuiGANn dealer who has been most fortunate 
in meeting catalogue house competition on stoves, steel 
ranges and similar goods, in a recent talk with the 
writer, said that “this strongest card in selling cooks 
and heaters of all kinds lay in the fact that he kept a 
good supply of repairs constantly on hand, of those 
parts of his stoves and steel ranges which were most 
liable to break or wear out. When a customer comes 
in to look at steel ranges he carefully goes over all 
the points of the range, and then takes the customer 
down in the cellar and shows him his repair bin, from 
which he can supply defective parts or those which 
are worn out, at a moment’s notice. The customer, 
contrasting this easy method of securing repairs with 
the very problematic question of getting any repairs 
of any kind for a catalogue house steel range, is gen- 
erally secured without difficulty.”

After he had sold quite a 
number of stoves, the farmers giving the notes, re- 
ceived notice from a certain bank, that they had 
bought all the notes which were all for $69 drawing 
interest at 6 per cent from date. Inasmuch as this 
man was not authorized to act as agent for the firm 
whose ranges he handled, the latter are in considerable 
of a quandary to find out how he obtained the same.

The seventh annual meeting of the American So- 
ciety for Testing Materials was held at the Traymore,

H. W. Cadwallader, of Decatur, IIl., known to 
his friends as “Cad.,” who a few months ago went on 
the road for The Peters Cartridge Company, Cincin- 
nati, O., has been making a new shooting record. On 


one of his recent trips he made twelve towns in north- 


ern Michigan and Wisconsin, in as many days, travel- 
ing at all hours of the night and shooting under all 
sorts of difficult conditions, such as bad weather, dif- 
ferent grounds and traps, each day, and succeeded in 
breaking 509 targets out of a possible 550, being 92% 
per cent. He was somewhat used up at the end of the 
trip, but proud of his record and of Peters shells. 


A PLEASING SURPRISI 

A rather unique happening occurred a few days ago 
in the little town of Dawn, Mo Mr. Murray of that 
place bought a trial case of Peters target shells, made 
by the Peters Cartridge Co., Cincinnati, O., and to- 
gether with two or three friends, repaired to the local 
gun club grounds for a little practice. Although 
sportsmen to the core, as shooters they were amateurs 
of the most pronounced sort, and their surprise was 
great when at the close of the afternoon they figured 
up the results, and found that they had broken 459 
targets out of the 500, or an average of almost 92 per 
cent.

We take pleasure in presenting herewith an additional batch of interesting letters we have 
received from various branches of the trade, commenting on the question of catalogue house 


competition. 


The different angles of vision show that there is need of greater unison in the 


ranks of legitimate merchandising—a consummation that is felicitously nearer with each 


succeeding month. 


REINFORCEMENTS. 

A Wisconsin retailer writes: “Il am glad to see that 
the persistent work of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN for the past 
seven years in behalf of the retailer against the catalogue 
house has brought its contemporaries and some powerful job- 
bing houses as well to suddenly see the light and come tum 
bling into the band wagon with a noisy hurrah. We can’t 
get 190 many jobbers and trade papers at work in this ight. 
What we need is a volunteer corps raised among the manu- 
facturers to aid in the battle. Can’t you stir them up some 
way so they, too, will see the light?” 

MUST KEEP AT IT. 

A Nebraska dealer writes: “The attitude of the hard 
were world toward the catalogue house is at present one tliat 
must please all dealers. After nearly seven years of organiza- 
tion, mainly to defeat these houses, during which time I ‘must 
praise the stand taken by THE AMERICAN ARTISAN on this 
question, the hardware retailers have at length built up a ma- 
chine which has forced Hibbard, Simmons and the rest into 
line. Although I want to say that these firms were not coerc- 
ed into their anti-catalogue stand but realizing the trend of 
events thought it better to gracefully capitulate now rather 
than have no alternative in a year or two. Now that we nave 
reached the jobber must we wait seven long years again be- 
fore we reach the manufacturer or can we hasten matters?” 

A POINTER FOR MANUFACTURERS. 

A Wisconsin retailer writes: “I have read with interest 
the articles which have recently appeared in THE AMEFICAN 
ARTISAN on the subject of catalogue house competition, as well 
as the large number of stirring and helpful articles, pub- 
lished in your valuable paper during the past ten years. You 
have certainly served a noble purpose in educating the trade 
on many phases of this all absorbing topic. This is certainly 
a serious question for the retailer and since it effects him so 
deeply, it necessarily effects the jobber also, and it also effects 
the manufacturer for that matter. There are a large number 
of manufacturers who are purblind, to say the least, as they 
airily zssume that it makes little or no difference to them who 
distributed their product. 

This is a mistaken notion according to my opinion. The 
retailer is forced to sell so many goods at a bare profit that 
he can hardly make a go of it, let alone, make any kind of 
a decent profit, on an average margin of 20 per cent, and this 
is being cut away from him, by the catalogue houses. The 
manufacturer is dazzled by the big orders he receives from 
the catalogue houses, forgetting how small they are in com- 
parison with the aggregate orders he receives from the 200 
hardware jobbers of the country. But, unless there is a radical 
change in trade conditions, the manufacturer will find his out- 
put cut in two in a few years. The more retailers who are 
forced to give up the unequal struggle in which they are now 
engaged, the less demand there will be for goods of all kinds. 
For instance, take lemon squeezers. People can do without 
them, as the fingers will squeeze the lemon well enough to 
make a good glass of lemonade. If the profit on this line of 
goods would become so small that the retailers that are left, 
cannot afford to handle them, their use will certainly drop 
off, as the number of people who care enough about having a 
lemon squeezer to buy one who will send 500 to 1,000 miles to 
a catalogue house to get one, are certainly not as numerous 
as those who would buy them on seeing them displayed at 


the local store.” 


A POINT THAT WAS OVERLOOKED. 

C. A. Peck, Berlin, Wis., writes:

the consumption of his product, but if he did not sell the 
catalogue house he would, no doubt sell the jobber, treble the 
amount he is now doing, and also have a permanent trade, 
while the catalogue house record is that as soon as they have 
succeeded in getting the jobber to drop any particular line 
they are then ready to dictate prices to the manufacturer, and 
he can accept or go into bankruptcy. The remedies for cata- 
logue house competition suggested at the Atlanta convention 
are all right. A law killing fake advertising would be a good 
successful idea if it were practicable, which I think is doubt- 
ful. The interests of jobber and retailer are soe closely allied 
that whatever injures one injures the other. 

In calling upon the trade of Wisconsin I find them hand 
in hand with all efforts made and are rejoicing at what looks 
like much good already accomplished, and seem to feel as 
though victory was in sight. Don’t drop a point but push 
ahead and we are with you. 


ARE SATISFIED WITH BUSINESS OF LEGITIMATE HARDWARE TRADE, 


A leading firm of western manufacturers write: “Re- 
ferring to the manufacturer who has spoken so highly of cata- 
logue house trade, the probabilities are that he is making 
what is known as a ‘competition line’ of goods, which is 
sold largely on price. We believe that where a manufacturer 
has always believed in quality, and has kept his line right up 
to the mark in this regard, so that he can sell his goods on 
their merits, and not price alone, that such a manufacturer 
need have no fear whatever of not having a large enough 
business through what is known as “legitimate hardware 
channels,” if he uses the proper amount of enterprise in 
pushing and advertising his goods. 

As regards the remedies mentioned for catalogue house 
competition, as suggested in the papers read before the recent 
meeting in Atlanta by several gentlemen, we think that there 
are some good points in all of them. Time and space will 
not permit us to discuss each one of them. 

In our opinion, however, the best remedy (and the only 
sure and satisfactory one) would be for the hardware trade 
of this country—both jobbers and retailers—to get together 
and determine absolutely, not to purchase any goods of the 
manufacturer who sells to catalogue houses and to guarantee 
to those manufacturers who do not sell catalogue houses, that 
they, the retailers and jobbers, will stand by them and push 
their goods, so that they need never to think of going to a 
catalogue house to secure business. 

We do not believe that the remedy suggested in the Mis- 
souri retailer’s letter, that a law killing fake advertising, 
would cover the case at all; as it is rather doubtful if it could 
be proven that catalogue house advertising is a fake. They 
undoubtedly furnish the goods at the price they advertise. 

Regarding the position taken by an Indiana retailer, to the 
effect that the jobber has more at stake than the retailer, 
we think he is quite correct. We have always contended this 
ourselves, and we believe that the jobbers have been very much 
like the ostrich, with their heads in the sand, apparently, as- 
suming the attitude that they were above and beyond all 
questions of this kind. “There are none so blind as those 
who won’t see,” and there seems to have been quite a num- 
ber of manufacturers and jobbers in this country, during the 
past six years, who have evidently felt that they could go 
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ahead and do business with catalogue houses, in spite of the 
protests of the legitimate hardware dealer, that his business 
is being injured by the competition of catalogue houses. 

We do not pretend to assume that we are wiser in our 
day and generation than other people, but, at the same time, 
we can congratulate ourselves that, on this question, we “saw 
the hand-writing on the wall” a number of years ago; and 
determined that we would be fully satisfied with what busi- 
ness we could secure from the legitimate hardware trade— 
and we have consistently maintained this position ever since, 
so that there is no retail hardware dealer in the country to- 
day that can show that he has to compete against our goods 
being advertised in some catalogue, which is sent direct to 
the consumer. 

We have raised our voices, in and out of season, at both 
jobbers and retailers’ conventions and letters to the trade, to 
the effcct that we consider that the retail hardware dealer is 
a necessity in his town and city, to the large bulk of con- 
sumers. He is, as a rule, a good citizen and taxpayer, and 
entitled to the support of his fellow citizens; consequently, 
we have always believed it to be a great injury to aim to be 
obliged to compete with houses who would send their cata- 
logues broadcast among his customers, in an effort to draw 
the trade away from him. 

There are many other things that might be said in favor 
of the legitimate trade and against catalogue methods, but 
we think the above is sufficient to show what our ideas are 
and where we stand.” 

JOBBER IS UP AGAINST IT. 

A leading Michigan retailer writes: “The ‘well known 
manufacturer,’ who is quoted in your June 11th issue, who 
prefers catalogue house trade to that of the jobber and re- 
tailer, forgets that a few years ago these latter people were 
his only friends, and now he would turn them down. He 
says, ‘I do not want such business.’ There will come a time 
when he will change his tune. The remedies of Drs. Nor- 
veli, Simmons and Bogardus for meeting catalogue house 
competition are good, but are not quite strong enough. They 
rely largely on the ‘faith cure,’ while the patient is so sick 
and has gone so long he requires remedies from all three of 
the ‘old schools’ with a little osteopathy thrown in. 

The Missouri retailer’s remedy to kill all ‘fake adver- 
tising’ is all right, but he can’t kill it. You will have to 
show me. The Indiana retailer who declares that this is a 
jobber’s battle is about right. The jobber is up against it. It 
is strange it has taken the retailer so many years to get him 
to see it. Is the jobber so dense? While it is true that the 
jobber and retailer are at present traveling a rocky road and 
meeting many obstacles, still I am confident that all will come 
out all right in the end. Times are changing, business condi- 
tions are different, and we must and will adjust our methods 
and business to suit the times.” 

IN ACCORD WITH METHODS OF JOBBERS AND RETAILERS. 

William W. Supplee, Philadelphia, writes: “I am _ per- 
sonally in full accord, and our firm is in full accord, with the 
manner in which the National Hardware Association has 
been working on this catalogue house business the past two 
years, in fact they took it up in a quiet way four years ago, 
anc the results of what they have been doing has shown it- 
self by the way in which some of the large jobbing houses 
have taken it up very recently and come into line. I believe 
in the policy the National Hardware Association and the Na- 
tional Retail Dealers’ Hardware Association have been work- 
ing upon for the past year.” 

FAVORS AN AGGRESSIVE POLICY 

A Kansas retailer writes: “I am not a deep student of 
the catalogue house question, but believe that greater results 
will be accomplished when the various associations are in a 
position to fight rather than remain on the defense. The 
National Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association has done 
magnificent work, but it has been of a purely defensive char- 
acter. They have fought the parcels post and other contem- 
plated encroachments and repelled them. They should now 
carry the war into the enemy’s camp and give them some- 
thing to do at home. For instance, why not enact a law 
squelching fake advertising in every state in the union? 


Where would that leave the catalogue houses? In fact, if the 
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hardware men went after them right they would keep them so 
busy taking care of their own weak spots that they would not 
be forming schemes of commercial aggrandizement all the 
time. The best way to defend is by attack.’ 

CASE IS OVERSTATED 

A leading North Dakota retailers writes: I have been 
interested and somewhat amused by the reported interview 
with “a well known manufacturer of hardware specialties” 
in your issue of May 28th. 

[ think he overstates the case and his deductions erron- 
eous and a little far-fetched, as there is no line of specialties 
made that I am acquainted with, 50 per cent of which passes 
through the catalogue houses in reaching the consumer, save 
a line or two that they are using as leaders and selling close 
to cost. 

rhere is a growing tendency among retailers to drop those 
brands that are being so used and push others in which there 
is a reasonable profit, possibly this may account for his “job- 
bing trade falling off.” 

It is quite evident from the last paragraph of the inter- 
view that he is not in sympathy with either the jobber or the 
retailer, he forgets that it was them and not the catalogue 
house that brought his goods to the notice and inspection of 
the consumer, by advertising them in the local papers, by dis- 
play in the show windows of the retail store, by personal so- 
licitation, and in countless other ways, thus creating a de- 
mand for the goods that they otherwise would not have, and 
now in the hour of his opulence after his goods have become 
well known and a demand created for them he deserts the 
jobber and the retailer in their calamity because forsooth his 
sole view of life is to “make money.” 

I do not expect to see the catalogue house competition 
destroyed but I do expect the dealers with the help of the 
jobbers to find a way to meet it, they are able to do so now 
on a great many lines and when the manufacturer comes to 
realize that the demand for goods is created by the efforts 
of the retailer and not by the catalogue house, and is willing 
to concede that other considerations than quantity should 
regulate the price, then the list will be greatly extended. 

The views of President Bogardus which are well known, 
[ think meet the ideas of a majority of the dealers. 

The retail dealers as a whole are not radical, and are not 
disposed to use unlawful or un-American methods in dealing 
with this illegitimate and unfair competition. 

I am pleased to see the growing disposition among the 
jobbers to give the matter thorough investigation and if they 
are sincere in their efforts they will find that it is not moral 
sympathy the dealer needs nor yet long range advise as to 
how to conduct his business, but concerted action in an effort 
to bring about a satisfactory price differential. 

TALKING TO HEAR HIMSELF TALK 

\ leading southern hardware jobber writes: “The manu 
facturer who has a communication in your recent issue in re- 
gard to the advantages of catalogue house trade, has evident 
ly lost the respect and therefore the trade of the jobber by 
his methods, or else he was talking to hear himself talk 
There is no better pay than the hardware jobber. The ques 
tion of remedies for catalogue house competition can safely 
be left to the very able committees appointed by the different 
associations for this purpose It is an old saying that ‘too 
many cooks spoil the broth,’ and as this might. happen in 
this case, I would prefer to keep my spoon out. 

In conclusion I would simply suggest that this question 
should be handled in a very conservative way, which policy 
I am satisfied will be pursued by the committee.” 

MEETING CATALOGUE HOUSE COMPETITION. 

R. F. Roys, Russellville, Ark., writes: “My method of 
meeting catalogue house competition is to meet their prices 
on the same basis and conditions., viz: special orders and 
cash in advance with a small margin added for my trouble and 
the privilege of being picked at if the goods are not just as 
ordered. I always make the customer take a carbon copy of 
the order. I also think the retailer should canvass his trade 
thoroughly and meet the people in their homes, either per- 
sonally or through a trusted employe or a nice social and 
business letter, once a month.”
